The American Mau Mau was organized in Harlem, . 
New York City, by CHARLES MORRIS, also known as Charles 
Kenyatta, and Charles 37X, in the Fall of 1966. A source 
advised that the following are the aims and objectives of 
the. Mau Hau, as stated on a form distributed to new members: 


"The Mau Mau Society is a group of Afro-American 
militants and semi-militants who, under the direction and 
leadership of Charles Kenyatta, Chairman and Founder, have 

Tome together to further, or help further, the cause of Black 
-Liberation on a world-wide as well as national scale. The 
Mau Mau Society is not a true organization in the true sense 
of the term organization but, rather, as stated, a society, 

a Black Society. The Mau Mau membership may come from many 
and any walk of life. They are bound together by one common 
thought, BLACK LIBERATION AND BLACK FREEDOM, NOW: This is 
the common thought, dream and goal. Membership in the Mau 
Mau body is unrestricted save that the applicant be Black, 
Afro-American in particular or any Black Person in generai. 
Age, sex, previous or present affiliation or membership in 
any Odier zr cup or organization, religion, etc., of an 
applicant for membership shall have.no bearing upon acceptance 
or rejection of that application. He welcomes brothers and 
sisters of any and all beliefs and persuasions, requiring 


only that such sister or brother be in tune in some way with

AMERICAN MAU MAU 


The American Mau Mau was organized in Harlen, 
New York City (NYC) by CHARLES MORRIS also known as Charles 
Kenyatta and Charles 37X, in the Fall of 1966. 


A source advised that as of May 1, 1968, the American 
Mau Mau Society was non-existent except for the activities of 
CHARLES 37X KENYATTA. The headquarters located at 2409 Seventh 
Avenue has been locked since April 2, 1968, and there have 
deen no meetings of the organization held since that time. 
KENYATTA continues to give street comer rallies, and identify 
himself as leader of the American Mau Mau Society. The 
source advised that the Mau Mau Society had been a group of 
Afro-American militants and semi-militants, who, under the 
direction of CHARLES KENYATTA, Chairman-and Founder, came 
together to further the cause of Black Liberation on a world- 
wice as well as a national scale. Membership in the Mau Mau 
body was unrestricted save that the applicant be black. At 
its peak membership the Mau Mau Society had from 15 to 20 
members. CHARLES KENYATTA continues to draw people when he 
appears as a speaker, but even his closest associates in 
the organization have left him in view of his public appearances 


with Mayor JOHN V. LINDSAY and Governor NELSON ROCKEFELLER of

The March 13, 1964, edition of "The New York 

Times", a daily newspaper published in New York, New York, 
contained an article on page 20 which indicated that 
MALCOLM X (LITTLE), former national official of the Nation 
of Islam (NOI), who broke with the NOI on March 12, 1964, 
go g: announced in New York City on March 12, 1964 that 

e had formed the Muslim Mosque, Incorporated (mI). The 
MMI, according to the article, would be a broac:y based 
politically orientated black nationalist movement for Negroes, 
Oly, financed by voluntary contributions. In this public 
statement, MALCOLM X urged Negroes to abandon the doctrine of 
non-violence when it is necessary to defend themselves in the 
civil rights struggle, and he also suggested that Negroes 
form rifle clubs to protect their lives and property in time 


of emergencies in areas where the government is unable or 
unwilling to protect them. 


' Incorporation papers of the MMI filed on March 16, 
1964, with the Business Section, Clerk of Courts, New York 
County, New York, New York, reflect that the MMI was incor- 
porated under the Religious Corporation Law of the State 
of New York to work for the imparting of the Islamic Faith - 
and Islamic Religion in accordance with "accepted Islan ic 


principles". The principal place of * e to be located 
in the Borough of Manhattan, New York, New York. 


The May 23, 1964, edition of the "New York Amsterdam 
News", a weekly Negro newspaper putylished in New York City, 
contained an article by colurnist JAMES BOOKER in which he 
indicated that he had heard that the visit by MALCOLM X with 
Muslim leaders during his African tour has changed him to 


become soft in his anti-white feelings and to become more 
religious. 


On October 6, 1964, a confidential source advised 
that the MMI is apparently affiliated with the true orthodox 
Islamic Religion through its affiliation with the Islamic 
Foundation (of New York), 1 Riverside Drive, New York City. 
The only teachings of the MMI are on the Islamic Religion.

“HUSLIM MOSOUB, INCORPORATED (MMI) 


This confidential source advised on May 17, 1965, 
that the headquarters of the MMI are located in Suite 128, 
Hotel Theresa, 2090 Seventh Avenue, New York, New York, where 
they were established on March 16, 196%. These headquarters 
are shared with the Organization of Afro-American Unity, 
Incorporated (OAAU) which was also headed by MALCOLM X. 


MALCOLM X was assassinated on February 21, 1965, 
while oS ak tae an OAAU rally at the Audubon Ballroon, 
Broadway and 166th Street, New York city. 


} This same confidential source advised on 

September 8, 1965, that the activites of the MMI following 

“the death of MALCOLM K were limited to the teaching of 
classes in the Islamic religion and a class in judo for self- 
rotection. These classes were held regularly until the 
atter part of July, 1965, when they were discontinued. 
Since then, the MMI has held no meetings and there has been 


absolutely no activity by the MMI which appears to be con- 
pletely "dead". « 
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NATION OF ISLAM, FORMERLY REFERRED 
TO AS THE MUSLIM CULT OF ISLAM, ALSO 
KNOWN AS MUHAMMAD'S TFMPLES OF ISLAM 


In January, 1967, a source advised ELIJAH MUHAMMAD 
. Gescribded his organization on a nationwide basis as the 
"Nation of Islam" and “Muhammad 's Temples of Islam." 


On May 5 1967, a second source advised FLIJAH 
MUHAMMAD is the national leader of the Nation of Islam (NOI). 
Muhammad's Temple of Islam No. 2, 5335 South Greenwood 
Avenue, Chicago, Illinois, is the national headquarters of 
the NOI; and in mid-1960 MUHAMMAD and other NOI officials, 
when referring to MUHAMMAD's organization on a nationwide 
basis, commenced us ins either "Mosque" or "Tempe" when 
mentioning one of "Muhanmad e Temples of Islam." . 


The NOI is an all-Negro organization which was 
originally organized in 1930 in Detroit, Michigan. MUHAMMAD 
clains to have been selected by ALLAH, the Supreme Be ing, 
to lead the so-called Necro race out of slavery in the 
wilderness of North America by establishine an independent 
black nation in the United States. Members following 
MUHAMMAD's teachings and his interpretation of the "Koran" 
believe there is no such thing as a Negro; the so-called 
Negroes are slaves of the white race, referred to as "white 
devils”, in the United States; and the white race, because 
of its exploitation of the so-called Neeroes, must and 
will be destroyed in the approachine "War of Armageddon.“ 


In the past, officials and members of the NOI, 
ine lud ing MUHAMMAD have refused to recister under the 
provisions of the Selective Service Acts and have declared 
that members owe no allegiance to the United States. 


On May 5, 1958, the first source advised MUHAMMAD 
upon advice of legal counsel, tempered his personal 
— 11 and instructions to his ministers concerning the 
principles of his organization in order to avoid possible 
prosecution by the United States Government showever, he 
did not indicate any fundamental chances in the teachings 
of his organization.

RATION OF ISLAM (COWTINUED) 


On May 2, 1966, a third source advised MUHAMMAD had, 
in early July, 1950 decided to de-emphasize the religious 
aspects of the teachings of Islam and to stress the 
economic benefits to be derived by those Negroes who joined 
the NOI. This policy chance, according to MUHAMMAD, would 
help him acquire additional followers and create more 
interest in his programs.

He said the young people have proven 
at the Universities of California, Columbia, Florida A and M, 
and Duke that they can force changes by their demonstrations 
on each of the college campuses. Young people have learned 
that they should be through listening to their parents, 
preachers, priests, who collectively misrepresent the facts 
regarding the social ills of the country. POWELL said that 
black power is not anti-white, but just true black; that | 
black people believe in separation but he thinks that this 
is not what will help the black race.

The American Mau Mau was organized in Harlem, 
New York City (NYC) by CHARLES MORRIS also known as Charles 
Kenyatta and charles 37X, in the Fall of 1966. 


A source advised that as of May 1, 1968, the American 
Mau Mau Society was non-existent except for the activities of 
CHARLES 37X KENYATTA. The headquarters located at 2409 Seventh 
„Avenue has been locked since April 2, 1968, and there have 3 
been no meetings of the organization held since that time. 
KENYATTA continues to give street corner rallies, and identify 
himself as leader of the American Mau Mau Society. The 
source advised that the Mau Mau Society had been a group of 
Afro-American militants and semi-militants, who, under the 
direction of CHARLES KENYATTA, chairman and Founder, came 
together to further the cause of Black Liberation on a world- 
wice as well as a nation scale. Membership in the Mau Mau 
body was unrestricted save that the applicant be black. At 
its peak membezship the Hau Mau Society had from 15 to 20 
members. CHARLES KENYATTA continues to draw people when he. 
appears as a speaker, but even his closest associates in 
the organization kave left him in view of his public appearances 
with Mayor JOHN V. LINDSAY and Governor NELSON ROCKEFELLER of 
New York. *

CHARLES MORRIS was a member of the Nation of 
Islam (NOI) Mosque #7, NYC, as of August 8, 1962, according 
to a second confidential source. He was expelled April 6, 
1964, according to a third source. CHARLES MORRIS held a 
position of leadership and responsibility in the Muslim 
Mosque Incorporated (MMI), and was a close friend of MALCOLM 


X LITTLE, slain founder and leader of the MMI, according to 
a fourth confidential source. 


Mrs. BERENICE BALDWIN, active member of the Communist 
Party, United States of America (CP u from 1943 to 1951, 
and who testified before the House Commi tee on Un-American 
Activities, advised that CHARLES MORRIS, named above, was a 
member of the Oakland Club, Lower East Side Section, District 7, 


CP, USA, and that registration card 72396 was 4esued to him on 
May 12, 1948. ,

3 The above mentioned CHARLES MORRIS was confined 
to Rockland State Hospital from August 31, 1961, through 
November, 1961.

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BLACK PANTHER PARTY 


Accord to its official newspaper, the Black 
Panther Party (BPP) was started during December, 1966, in 
Oakland, California, to organize black people so they can 
take control of the life, politics, and the destiny of the 
black community. It was organized by BOBBY GEORGE SEALE, 
BPP Chairman, and HUEY P. NEWTON, BPP Minister of Defense. 
NE\TON is presently serving a sentence of 2 to 15 years on a 


conviction of manslaughter in connection with the killing of 
an Oakland police officer. 


The official newspaper, “The Black Panther", which 
further describes itself as the “Black Community News Service“, 
states that the BPP advocates the use of guns and guerrilla 

- tactics in its revolutionary program to end oppression of the 
black people. Residents of the black community are urged to 
arm themselves against the police who are consistently 
referred to in the publication as "pigs" who should be killed. 


"The Black Panther" issue of September 7, 1968, 
contains an editorial by BPP Minister of Education, GEORGE 
MASON MURRAY, which ends with the following: 8 


"Black nen. Black people, colored persons of 
America, revolt everywhere! Arm yourselves. The only culture 
worth keeping is a revolutionary gulture. Change. Freedom 
everyvhere. Dynamite! Black Pover. Use the gun. XKili che 
Digs everywhere," 


Included in the introduction to an article appearing 
in the October 5, 1968, edition of “The Black Panther" is the 


statement, . . . we vill not dissent from American Government. 
We will overthrow it." 


Issues of "The Black Panther" regularly contain 
quotations from the writings of Chairman MAO Tse-tung of the 
People's Republic of China and feature MAO's statement that 
"political power grows out of the barrel of a gun. 


The national headquarters of the BPP is located at 


3106 Shattuck Avenue, Berkeley, California. Branches have been 
established at various locations throughout the United States.

' MUSLIM MOSQUE, INCORPORATED (MMI) 


The March 13, 1964, edition of "The New York 
Times", a daily newspaper published in New York, New York, 
contained an article on page 20 which indicated that 
MALCOLM X (LITTLE), former national official of the Nation 
of Islam (NOI), who broke with the NOI on March 12, 1964, 
publicly announced in New York City on March 12, 1964; that 
he had formed the Muslim Mosque, Incorporated (MMI). The 
MMI, according to the article, would be a broadly based 
politically orientated black nationalist movement for Negroes, 
only, financed by voluntary contributions. In this public 
statement, MALCOLM X urged Negroes to abandon the doctrine of 
non-violence when it is necessary to defend themselves in the 
civil rights struggle, and he also suggested that Negroes 
form rifle clubs to protect their lives and property in time 


of emergencies in areas where the government is unable or 
unwilling to protect then. 


Incorporation papers of the MMI filed on March 15, 
1964, with the Business Section, Clerk of Courts, New York 
County, New York, New York, reflect that the MMI was incor- 
porated under the Religious Corporation Law of the State 
of New York to work for the imparting of the Islamic Faith. 
and Islamic Religion in accordance with “accepted Islamic 
principles". The principal place of worship to be located 
in the Borough of Manhattan, New York, New York. 


The May 23, 1964, edition: of the "New York Amsterdam 
News", a weekly Negro newspaper published in New York City, 
contained an article by colurnist JAMES BOOKER in which he 
indicated that he had heard that the visit by MALCOLM X with 
Muslim leaders during his African tour has changed him to 


become soft in his anti-white feelings and to become more 
religious. 


On October 6, 1964, a confidential source advised 
that the MMI is apparently affiliated with the true orthodox 
Islamic Religion through its affiliation with the Islamic 
Foundation (of New York), 1 Riverside Drive, New York City. 
The only teachings of the MMI are on the Islamic Religion. 
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2. : 
SLIM MOS INCORPORATED I 


This confidential source advised on May 17, 1965, 
that the headquarters of the MMI are located in Suite 128, 
Hotel Theresa, 2090 Seventh Avenue, New York, New York, where 
they were established on March 16, 1964. These headquarters 
are shared with the Organization of Afro-American Unity, 
Incorporated (OAAU) which was also headed by MALCOLM X. 


MALCOLM X was assassinated on February 21, 1965, 
while addressing an OAAU rally at the Audubon Ballroon, 
Broedway and 166th Street, New York city. 


This same confidential source advised on 
September 8, 1965, that the activites of the MNI following 
the desth of MALCOLM X were limited to the teaching of 
classes in the Islamic religion and a class in judo for self- 
protection. These classes were held regularly until the 
latter part of July, 1965, when they were discontinued. 
Since then, the MMI has held no meetings and there has been 


absolutely no activity by the MMI which appears to be con- 
pletely dead“.

NATION OF ISLAM 


A source advised on May 3, 1968, that the Nation 
of Islam (NOI) is an all-Negro organisation originating in 
Detroit, Michigan, in the early 1930's. Elijah Muhammad is 
the leader of the NOI and self-styled "Messenger of Allah" 
in that he claims Allah (God) selected him to lead the so- 
called Negro out of slavery in the wilderness of North 
America by establishing an independent black nation within 
the United States. Headquarters of the NOI is located at 


Muhammad's Temple (or Mosque) Number 2, 5335 South Greenwood 
Avenue, Chicago, Illinois. 


Muhammad teaches there is no such thing as a Negro; 
that the so-called Negroes are slaves of the white race, 
.. referred to as "devils", in the United States; and that the 
white race because of its exploitation of the so-called 


Negro will be destroyed by Allah in an approaching “ar of 
Armageddon", a war between God and the devil. 


Officials and members of the NOI, including Muhammad, 
have refused to comply with provisions of the Selective Service 
Act, stating that they respect lavis of the United States as 
long as they do not conflict with the laws of the NOI, but do 
not believe the government should force them to participate in 
wars from which they have nothing to gain. 


In the late 1950's, Muhammad, acting on legal advice, 
tempered NOI teachings against the white man and the 
government to avoid possible prosecution; however, basic 
tenets remain the same. He de-emphasiced religious teachings 
in the NOI and emphasiced economic benefits derived by so- 
called Negroes who join the NOI. Muhammad believed this 


would create more interest in his programs and, of course, 
new followers.

For the information of the Bureau, the United 
States Supreme Court (USSC) on 6/16/69 handed down a 
decision in the case entitled "ADAM CLAYTON POWELL, JR. 
ET AL, vs. JOHN V. MC CORMACK, ET AL", case number 138, 
in which the Court held that since ADAM CLAYTON POWELL, 
M. was duly elected by the voters of the: 16th Congres- 
sional District of New York and was not ineligible to 
serve under any provision of the Constitution, the House 
was without power to exclude POWELL from its membership --. we 
in the 90th Congress. Mr. Chief Justice WARREN handed. 
down the opinion of the Court which consisted of 62 pages. 
Mr. Justice DOUGLAS wrote a separate opinion in which he | 
joined in the majority decision of the USSC. Mr. Justice . 
STEWART wrote a separate dissenting opinion. 


: The USSC's opinion also pointed out that there 
was error in dismissing POWELL's complaint in the U. 8. 


District Court for the District of Columbie and that POWELL 


is entitled to a Declaratory Judgment that he was unlawfully 
excluded * the 90th Congress. 
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
